The  State  Marshals  and  Chief  Marshal's  aids  will  assemble  in  the  public 
square  at  the  same  hour. 

All  civic  bodies  except  the  citizens  ef  States  will  assemble,  according  to  the 
foregoing  printed  programme,  on  York  street  at  the  same  hour. 

The  delegation  of  Pennsylvania  citizens  will  form  on  Chambersburg  street, 
its  right  resting  on  the  square,  and  the  other  citizen  delegations,  in  their  or- 
der, will  form  on  the  same  street  in  rear  of  the  Pennsylvania  delegation. 

The  Marshals  of  the  States  are  charged  with  the  duty  of  forming  their  sev- 
eral delegations  so  that  they  will  assume  their  appropriate  positions  when  the 
main  procession  moves. 

The  head  of  the  column  will  move  at  precisely  10  o'clock  a.  m. 
The  route  will  be  up  Baltimore  street  to  the  Emmittsburg  road ;  thence  to 
the  junction  of  the  Taney  town  road ;  thence,  by  the  latter  road,  to  the  Ceme- 
tery, where  the  military  will  form  in  line,  as  the  General  in  command  may 
order,  for  the  purpose  of  saluting  the  President  of  the  United  States. 

The  military  will  then  close  Hp,  and  occupy  the  space  on  the  left  of  the 
stand. 

The  civic  procession  will  advance  and  occupy  the  area  in  front  of  the  stand, 
the  military  leaving  sufficient  space  between  them  and  the  line  of  graves  for 
the  civic  procession  to  pass.  .  < 

The  ladies  will  occupy  the  right  of  the  stand,  and  it  is  desirable  that  they 
be  upon  the  ground  as  early  as  ten  o'clock  a.  m.

I  have  just  discovered  an  apparently- 
unique  Lincoln  item.     Dr. Angle  says  that  he  has 
never  heard  of  it  and  I  can  find  no  record  of  such 
an  item  ever  being  printed. 

It  is  the  original  programe  of  the 
Dedication  exercises  at  Gettysburg.     It  gives  the 
line  of  march  and  lists  all  those  taking  part. 
While  Lincoln's  name  is  not  mentioned,  the  programe 
states,  "The  President  will  deliver  an  address 

It  is  printed  on  blue  note  paper 
four  pages,  only  two  of  which  are  printed.  It  was 
printed  in  Washington.     It  seems  rather  odd  that  no 
copy  of  this  broadside  should  have  survived. 

It  is  difficult  for  me  to  arrive  at 
a  valuation  on  an  item  of  this  importance.  If  you 
would  care  to  make  an  offer,  subject  of  course  to  your 
examining  it,  I  will  be  glad  to  consider  it.

Dear  Mr.  McMurtry: 

I  was  most  happy  to  hear  from  you  about  the  Dedication  prog- 
ram that  appeared  in  the  current  issue  of  the  Civil  War  Times 
Illustrated  and  most  grateful  for  the  copy  of  your  program. 

I  have  been  interested  for  a  number  of  years,  in  an  academic 
way,  about  what  happened  in  Gettysburg  in  the  period  between 
the  battle  and  the  dedication.    Little  has  been  published  about 
this  in  spite  of  the  huge  amount  of  material  about  the  battle 
itself.    In  this  connection  I  was  examining  some  ephemera  a 
few  years  back  and  came  across  the  program  you  are  asking 
about.    Now  the  most  interesting  point  about  this  version  is 
the  fact  that  Everett's  name  is  not  mentioned!    It  must  have 
been  issued  a  few  days  before  the  event  since  the  president 
is  mentioned,  but  I  am  at  a  complete  loss  to  account  for  the 
Everett  ormaHssion.    I  do  believe  that  this  program  was  pub- 
lished locally  (either  in  Gettysburg  or  Philadelphia)  but  can- 
not substantiate  this.    My  reason  for  this  is  based  upon  asso- 
ciation with  the  other  ephemera  that  this  program  came  with. 

A  few  months  ago,  I  tried  to  check  this  program  but  without 
success.    Barton  was  negative,  Jo  Cobb  of  the  National  Ar- 
chives was  not  familiar  with  it,  and  none  of  the  other  sources 
I  referred  to  was  of  any  use.    I  thereupon  suggested  to  Bob 
Fowler,  editor  of  the  Civil  War  Times  Illustrated,  that  he  do 
an  article  on  the  Everett  speech  and  gave  him  a  copy  of  the 
program  to  use  an  illustration.    I  hoped  by  this  roundabout 
way  to  flush  out  a  little  more  information.    Your  letter  was 
the  first,  and  I  have  found  that  there  is  a  program  in  private 
hands,  in  Philadelphia,  and  am  trying  to  get  a  look  at  it.  I 
will  keep  you  posted  on  anything  that  turns  up. 

Incidentally,  one  request  -  some  time  ago  I  was  promised  a 
file  of  available  back  issues  of  Lincoln  Lore  but  have  never 
received  them.    Would  you  please  check  this  ?    Thank  you.

Has  He  Any  Old  Pictures? 
Yes  Sir,  Three  Warehouses  Full

If  a  picture  is  worth  a 
thousand  words,  then  there 
is  more  on  view  in  the 
archives  of  Manuel  Kean 
than  could  be  taken  in  a 
lifetime.  Stashed  away  in  his 
three  warehouses — in  filing 
cabinets,  boxes,  crates,  case 
upon  case  and  shelf  upon 
shelf,  from  floor  to  ceiling — 
are  more  than  1,000,000 
photographs,  lithographs, 
engravings  and  woodcuts 
ranging  from  the  look  of 
matzo  in  the  18th  century  to 
the  latest  fashion  fancy  of 
the  American  woman. 

"THERE  ISN'T  ANYTHING  you 

can  imagine  that  isn't  in  a  pic- 
ture," says  the  compiler,  organ- 
izer, owner  and  devotee  of  this 
massive  collection.  Forty-six- 
year-old  Manuel  Kean  has  been 
peering  into  the  faces  and  scenes 
of  history  ever  since  a  "fateful 
day"  in  1939,  when  an  engraving 
in  an  old  copy  of  Century  maga- 
zine led  him  astray  from  the  path 
of  biochemistry  and  into  the 
eventful  avenue  of  the  archivist. 
Owner  of  a  commercial  photogra- 
phy studio,  photography  Is  his 
business  as  well  as  his  pleasure. 

A  native  Philadelphian  and  a 
graduate  of  local  public  schools 
and  Penn  State  University,  he 
was  studying  at  Ohio  State  Uni- 
versity, just  six  months  short  of 
his  doctorate,  when  he  found 
that  ancient  magazine.  Now  he 
rises  at  5  a.m.  six  days  a  week  and 
for  12  hours  daily  divides  his  at- 
tention between  managing  his 
studio  and  tending  to  the  "un- 
ending job"  of  the  historion. 
"MY  MAIN  INTEREST  is  Ameri- 
cana," he  explains.  "You  might 
say  I'm  working  on  a  continual 
history  of  America."  Ample  evi- 
dence of  this  absorption  in  na- 
tional events  is  provided  by  his 
more  than  10,000  pictures  on  the 
Civil  War,  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant such  private  collections 
in  existence.  A  pictorial  archiv- 
ist for  Civil  War  Times  and  Tra- 
dition Magazine,  he  is  presently 
steeped  in  notes  and  photographs 
for  his  own  book  on  the  period. 

In  addition,  his  collection  in- 
cludes extensive  portrait  files, 
birthday  files,  sheet  music  ("I 
have  everything  under  the  sun 
in  music"),  a  history  of  American 
fashion,  original  art  works,  an  ex- 
tensive reference  library  includ- 
ing histories  of  manufacturing, 
engraving,  slavery,  railroads  and 
even  histories  of  histories;  first 
edition  magazines,  Bibles,  books 
containing  prints  on  Indians, 
women,  folklore,  the  military, 
fashions  and  —  as  he  so  readily 
suggests — "you  name  it." 
LEAFING  AT  RANDOM  through 
these  treasures,  one  might  come 


MANUEL  KEAN:  An  ancient  magazine  changed  his  career 


up  with  an  1897  Sears  catalogue, 
a  1596  map  of  Florida,  sheet 
music  of  the  19th  century  Ice 
Cream  Saloon  Shotisshe,  a  car- 
toon of  Lincoln,  or  "very,  very 
rare"  prints  of  every  officer  in  the 
Confederate  Army.  It  is  a  seem- 
ing chaos  which  Mr.  Kean  has 
framed,  restored,  captioned,  cata- 
logued and  cross  indexed  into  a 
meticulous  order. 

An  easy-going,  heavy  set  man, 
he  is  balding,  with  fluffs  of  white- 
blond  hair,  blue  eyes,  and  arch- 
ing red-blond  eyebrows  which 
seem  to  reiterate  the  question  he 
is  continually  putting  to  history. 
More  often  than  not,  he  holds 
forth  on  archival  matters 
through  and  around  the  cigar 
and  maroon  cigar  holder  which 
are  his  habitual  companions. 
Married  to  the  former  Frances 
Minkin,  and  father  of  17-year-old 
Michael  Roy  and  12-year-old 
Carol  Jaye,  he  credits  his  family 
with  the  "kindness  and  consider- 
ation" to  let  him  pursue  the  pic- 
torial fact  and  fantasy  of  history. 
A  MAN  who  has  contributed  to 
"a  fair  number  of  books,"  Mr. 
Kean  illustrated  "The  History  of 
the  Jews  of  Philadelphia"  by  Ed- 
win Wolf  2nd  and  Maxwell 
Whiteman,  and,  among  others,  a 
book  on  Socrates  and  a  history 
of  the  Haggadah. 

A  limited  but  fascinating  por- 
tion of  his  collection  revolves 
about  historical  Judaism.  "The 
Commandment  is  "Thou  shalt  not 
make  a  graven  image,'  "  he  notes, 
"so  when  you  backtrack,  it's  hard 
to  dig  up  Jewish  material.  And 
you  have  to  remember  that  Jews 
were  in  the  pale.  They  weren't 


allowed  to  enter  professions  that 
lent  themselves  to  illustration. 
But  where  I  find  Jewish  pictures 
I  catalogue  them." 
BEING  AN  ARCHIVIST  is  an 
education  as  well  as  an  occupa- 
tion. He  supplies  and  identifies 
pictures  for  teachers,  libraries, 
universities  and  researchers. 
Both  the  Library  of  Congress  and 
the  National  Archives  send  pic- 
ture-seekers knocking  at  his 
warehouse  door. 

Some  of  his  more  colorful  cus- 
tomers have  been  known  to  re- 
quest pictures  of  the  history  of 
glassblowing,  of  a  surrey  with  a 
fringe  on  top  and  of  the  first 
Thanksgiving  dinner,  preferably 
including  mugs  of  beer.  He  has 
been  asked  to  describe  the  con- 
federate flag  and  to  report  what 
song  the  band  played  when  Corn- 
wallis  surrendered  to  Washing- 
ton (It  was  "Yankee  Doodle"). 
NOT  ONE  to  be  confined  even  to 
the  rich  and  endlessly  open 
world  of  his  collected  material, 
Mr.  Kean  goes  out  every  couple  of 
weeks  to  "take  a  look  around." 
With  all  the  pleasure  of  a  biblio- 
phile on  the  hunt,  he  reads  lists 
of  auction  sales,  prods  his  agent 
in  Europe  to  new  discoveries  and 
trevals  the  country  searching- 
out  the  unsuspected  treasures  of 
old  book  stores. 

When  not  collecting  historical 
pictures,  Mr.  Kean  is  usually  lec- 
turing about  them,  writing  about 
them  or  reading  about  them.  "I 
read  history — all  sorts  of  stuff 
from  novels  to  dictionaries,"  he 
says.  "I  can  read  encyclopedias. 
There  are  a  few  things  I'm  al- 
ways looking  for."
